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Council Tax 
to rise by £30 

Increase in precepts from police plus county, district and 
town councils set to push band D charge up to £1,614 


THE council tax bill for the av¬ 
erage Haverhill resident is set to 
rise by more than £30 in the com¬ 
ing year. 

The news comes after St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council 
announced plans to raise its 
portion of council tax on Tues¬ 
day - alongside rises planned 
by Suffolk County Council, Suf¬ 
folk police, and Haverhill Town 
Council. 

From April, families in Band D 
properties - which represent the 
average home - are set to be pay¬ 
ing £1,614.19 in council tax, com¬ 
pared to £1,583.61 this year. The 
total rise for the average family is 
£30.58. 

The new tax will be made up of 
four different precepts: 

■ £1,149.03 for Suffolk County 
Council, a two per cent rise on 
last year’s £1,126.53. 

■ £178.72 for St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council, up just 
under two per cent on last year’s 
£175.23. 

■ £173.34 for Suffolk police, 
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also up just under 2 per cent, 
from £170.10 last year. 

■ £113.10 for Haverhill Town 
Council, a rise of 1.2 per cent on 
£111.75 last year. 

While Haverhill Town Council 
and Suffolk police precept rises 
have been finalised, the other 
two must still be discussed by 
councillors. 

Suffolk County Council’s full 
council will discuss the rise on 
February 11, while St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s full 
council will make the final deci¬ 
sion on its precept rise on Febru¬ 
ary 23. 

Suffolk County Council has not 
increased its council tax since 
2010/11, but says the rise is re¬ 
quired to pay for adult welfare 
services after cuts in government 
funding. 

The rise in the borough coun¬ 
cil’s precept is also the first in¬ 


crease St Edmundsbury has 
made to its portion of the tax in 
six years. 

The rise is necessary, says the 
council, after a cut in the revenue 
support grant that the borough 
council receives from the county 
council. 

In a similar way, the need for a 
rise in the town council’s precept 
has been caused by the loss of 
£32,233 of support grant which 
has previously been paid to the 
town council by the borough 
council. 

The rise in the police precept 
will add £830,000 to the police 
budget. Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore said 
the extra money would help the 
police “meet some of the finan¬ 
cial challenge that we face in the 
coming financial year.”

Call for town 
traffic survey 


COUNCILLORS are call¬ 
ing for a traffic survey and a 
pedestrian crossing - after 
concerns were raised about 
congestion and safety near a 
proposed retail park. 

At a meeting on Tuesday 
night, Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee dis¬ 
cussed a planning applica¬ 
tion to construct a Lidl, Pets 
at Home, Home Bargains 
and one other store on the 
site of the old Project Office 
Furniture factory in Ehring- 
shausenWay. 

Although the councillors 
welcomed the proposal for 
the £5million retail park in 
principle, they expressed 
concerns about the impact 
it would have on traffic and 
pedestrians. 

They were worried that 
vulnerable pedestrians 
would be put at risk trying 
to cross busy Ehringshausen 
Way to get to the store. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who has 
previously been involved in a 
campaign for a crossing out¬ 
side Haverhill Sainsbury’s, 
said from the audience: “I 
think we should definitely 
make sure we ask for a pe¬ 
destrian crossing right at the 
beginning. 
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“A lot of people live on the 
other side of the road. To see 
the people - the elderly, the 
infirm, the blind - who used 
to struggle to cross at Sains¬ 
bury’s, I think that’s really 
important.” 

Cllr Betty McLatchy point¬ 
ed out that there would be a 
need for a bus stop outside 
the retail park, which would 
make a safe crossing route 
for pedestrians even more 
crucial. 

Councillors also discussed 
how the site is near a new 
square proposed in the mas¬ 
terplan for the town centre, 
and so it may be an area 
which will see an increase 
in pedestrians in the coming 
years. 

The lack of up-to-date 
traffic data for the area near 
the site was also discussed, 
as councillors voiced con¬ 
cerns the development 
could cause more conges¬ 
tion than at present along 
Ehringshausen Way. 

Cllr John Burns, in the au¬ 
dience, drew councillors’ at¬ 
tention to comments from 


Suffolk Highways on the 
application. He said: “They 
are basically saying that [the 
developers’] traffic survey is 
a waste of time because its 
based on six-year-old data.” 

A full automatic number 
plate recognition (ANPR) 
traffic survey of the town is 
something that councillors 
have asked for several times, 
including in relation to the 
large North-West Haver¬ 
hill and Great Wilsey Park 
residential developments 
planned for the town. 

Cllr Burns continued: “I 
think that if Suffolk High¬ 
ways can get off their be- 
hinds and try and cover that 
now - we’re talking about 
the [town centre] master- 
plan, the two big develop¬ 
ments - then every company 
that builds has got that data 
available.” 

The planning committee 
agreed that it would sup¬ 
port the planning applica¬ 
tion provided a number of 
conditions were met. These 
included the provision of a 
bus stop and a pedestrian 
crossing, a traffic survey be¬ 
ing completed, as well as is¬ 
sues with lorry access and 
car parking.

Police chiefs to be 


quizzed over cuts 


POLICE bosses will be held 
to account in a fortnight 
over heavy cuts to Haver¬ 
hill’s police service. 

Haverhill councillors are 
preparing a list of questions 
for Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more and Acting Chief Con¬ 
stable Gareth Wilson, who 
will be visiting Haverhill on 
February 18. 

They are set to be quizzed 
on the £20million police 
cuts which will see Haverhill 
sharing an inspector with 
Sudbury and the front desk 
of Haverhill police station 
closing to the general pub¬ 
lic. 

Although members of the 
public will not be able to ask 
questions at the lunchtime 
meeting with the police 
chiefs, everyone is invited 
to attend and see what they 
have to say. 

The meeting will take 
place at 12.30pm at Haver¬ 
hill Arts Centre. 

Members of the public 
who have specific issues 
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they would like to see ad¬ 
dressed are advised to get 
in touch with a town coun¬ 
cillor, whose contact details 
are available on the Haver¬ 
hill Town Council website. 
The elected representatives 
will aim to put residents’ 
concerns before the police 
bosses. 

In December, Suffolk po¬ 
lice stated that after the cuts 
are implemented in April, 
Haverhill police station is 
set to have five PCSOs, in¬ 
cluding one match-funded 
by Samuel Ward Academy. 
This is a reduction from the 
current eight PCSOs. 

However, details of staff¬ 
ing changes are still being 
finalised, and the most up- 
to-date figures on numbers 
of PCs and PCSOs at Haver¬ 
hill police station are set to 
be announced in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Suffolk police have con¬ 


firmed that Haverhill will 
no longer have its own in¬ 
spector after April, but will 
instead share an inspector 
with Sudbury. 

They were not able to 
confirm whether the new 
inspector would be the cur¬ 
rent Haverhill inspector Pe¬ 
ter Ferrie, current Sudbury 
inspector Danny Cooper, or 
someone else entirely. 

It has been confirmed that 
the front desk of Haverhill 
police station will close, 
meaning that anyone who 
urgently needs to get in 
touch with the police will 
have to call 101 or use a 
phone attached to the out¬ 
side of the police station 
which connects to the force 
control room. 

The aim of the chang¬ 
es is for the force to save 
£20.5million and modernise 
its services by 2020.

Mother’s grief 
at ‘avoidable’ 
death in jail

A MOTHER has spoken of 
her sadness that her son’s 
death “was avoidable” - af¬ 
ter a jury ruled that gaps in 
prison mental health care 
contributed to it. 

Callum Brown, a 25-year- 
old father-of-two, was found 
hanging in his cell by other 
inmates at HMP Highpoint 
on April 8, 2013. 

He had had no contact 
with prison mental health 
services since November 22 
the previous year, despite 
an application form found 
in his cell requesting an 
appointment with them in 
March. 

The inquest into his death 
finished last week. 

Speaking afterwards, Mr 
Brown’s mother Helen Carey 
said: “Since I learnt of his 
death, I knew that there was 
something wrong and have 
always felt strongly that his 
death was avoidable.” 

The inquest jury conclud¬ 
ed that lack of face-to-face 
contact with a mental health 
professional in the months 
leading up to his death was 
likely to have contributed to 
his death. 

Ms Carey said: “The ju¬ 
ry’s findings that failings in 
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mental health services con¬ 
tributed to his death reflects 
what I believe went wrong. I 
am grateful to the jury and 
would like to thank them for 
being so engaged. It means a 
lot to me.” 

The jury also found that it 
was likely Mr Brown’s anti¬ 
depressant prescription was 
not adequately monitored 
after November 2012, and 
that they believed he was 
not likely to have received 
notification of any mental 
health care appointments 
after that time. 

Ms Carey said: “Callum 
was a loving young man. He 
was helpful and brought joy 
to the lives of his family and 
friends. He is sadly missed 
by many, particularly his 
children.” 

Prison health services at 
the time were provided by 
Care UK, with mental health 
services subcontracted to 
the Norfolk and Suffolk NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

Ms Carey’s lawyer, Sara 
Lomri of Bindman’s LLP, is 
representing the families 
of a number of young men 


who died at HMP Highpoint 
in 2013 and 2014. She said 
that evidence seen by the 
men’s families suggests that 
failings in mental health 
services arose several times, 
despite assurances that they 
were being dealt with. 

Ms Lomri continued: 
“Helen has been heart bro¬ 
ken to learn that although 
the prison service, Norfolk 
and Suffolk Foundation 
Trust and Care UK all said 
that lessons were learnt af¬ 
ter Callum’s death, there 
were subsequent deaths of 
other vulnerable young men 
at HMP Highpoint involving 
failings mental health and 
suicide prevention failings.” 

The inquest into the death 
of Mr Brown also heard that 
the prison officer who was 
supposed to be checking 
prisoners on the night of Mr 
Brown’s death, did not do 
so and falsified the record, 
while the prison officer who 
opened Mr Brown’s cell no¬ 
ticed nothing unusual. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
said he would be writing 
to the prison to ask for a 
review of staff compliance 
with prisoner welfare check 
guidelines. 


Mental health trust probes deaths 


AN NHS trust is 
commissioning an 
investigation into the high 
number of unexpected 
deaths among its patients. 

The Norfolk and Suffolk 
NHS Foundation Trust, has 
announced that it will be 
launching an independent 
investigation after a 
Freedom of Information 
request revealed a high 
number of "unexpected" 
deaths. 

In the year 2014/15, the 


number of such deaths 
among the trust's patients 
was 129 - up from 61 
the previous year - and 
signficantly higher than 
in other trusts around the 
country. 

The trust announced on 
Thursday it was launching 
the investigation and said 
the results would be made 
available when it was 
concluded in three months' 
time. 

Trust chief executive 


Michael Scott said: 
"Commissioning an 
investigation by an 
independent organisation 
shows how committed our 
Board is into seeking clarity 
about what has caused this 
rise. 

"It will also reassure 
those who find the figures 
alarming that our Trust, as 
a high reporter of serious 
incidents, is also one that 
can provide evidence of low 
harm to our patients."

Reply from Cllr John Burns: 


I THINK it is worthwhile pointing 
out that the report I made at town 
council was actually about speed 
data I had collected and analysed 
around the town. 

From that, other councillors 
somewhat hijacked the discussion 
but one item mentioned was the 
police sponsored, and very much 
supported, Community Speedwatch 
Scheme. 

It is a brilliant scheme, when setup 
correctly, but may not be relevant 
for Haverhill. It is not some sort of 
random exercise but all volunteers 
are fully trained and provided 
with relevant safety training and 
equipment. 

Courts are not involved. The police 
can decide, if they want, to contact 
the vehicle owners and explain the 
errors of their ways. If things get no 
better then the next stage is police 
enforcement action. 

You are quite right that with police 
cutbacks this will become somewhat 
of a rarity. 

However the first stage is to 
identify where speeding does occur 
and when. 

The data we have collected so far 
is certainly starting to show a trend 
but the "rules" state that we have 
to have quite a lot of consistent 
evidence before anything else will be 
done. 

We all know the type of roads that 
people speed along, and perhaps 
even the types of drivers, but all we 
can do is start from a starting point 
and hope it gets better. 

With some 3,500 extra houses 
being foisted upon us, without any 
obvious transport plan in place, this 
will only get worse unless we try to 
manage it. 

As for apparent lack of police 
action all I can reiterate is to report 
the crime via 101. 

The more calls they get the more 
crimes are reported. 

Those statistics reflect back on the 
police and then action is often taken. 

If everybody sits back and just 
shrugs it off, we will never get 
anything done.

Age UK’s club 
for elderly folds 



A HEALTH and wellbeing 
club for older people in 
Haverhill has been closed. 

The Age UK Fit as a Fid¬ 
dle club held at the Burton 
Centre in Haverhill’s Camps 
Road held its last session on 
January 25. 

The group, which pro¬ 
vided chair-based exercises, 
refershments and table-top 
activities, was advertised as 
providing “fun, fitness and 
friendship”. But an Age UK 
spokesperson said it had 
folded because those who 
attended it wanted it to be a 
social activity. 

She said: “There had been 
a group at the centre and we 
had been trying to invigor¬ 
ate and revitalise it by bring¬ 
ing the focus around to well¬ 
being. 

“The clients weren’t really 
increasing and weren’t com¬ 
ing to the group for well¬ 
being. What they actually 
seemed to want was a social 
activity, which wasn’t what 
we wanted to deliver.” 

She explained that chari¬ 
ties like Age UK are funded 
to provide a particular ser¬ 
vice, and cannot continue 
to run if they are not provid¬ 
ing the service they received 
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funding for. 

The spokesperson contin¬ 
ued: “We have worked with 
the clients and apparently 
what they have decided is 
that they are going to meet 
on a Monday at a local pub.” 

She added that another 
factor considered when 
shutting down the service 
was the cost of the room. 

“There was a charge lev¬ 
ied, which, along with us 
having to look at the model 
of the service, did have an 
impact, but it was not the 
sole reason.” 

The news comes as organ¬ 
isers of another service for 
older people in Haverhill, 
the Synergy Cafe for peo¬ 
ple with dementia run by 
Sue Ryder, are considering 
moving locations. The Cafe 
is currently held at the West 
End Congregational Church 
in Withersfield Road. 

A spokesperson for Sue 
Ryder said that the move is 
still in the early stages and 
a new venue has not been 
confirmed, but it may be as 


far as five miles away pro¬ 
vided it is on a bus route and 
has parking available. 

She said that although 
they had had a positive re¬ 
lationship with the West End 
Congregational Church, due 
to factors including heating 
and car parking, they were 
looking for a new venue. 

Other clubs for older peo¬ 
ple in Haverhill are still run¬ 
ning. One of them is the 
“Soup-A-Lunch” lunch club, 
where attendees get lunch 
and friendly chatter for just 
£3, at the Leiston Centre at 
12pm on the second Tues¬ 
day of every month, which is 
supported by Age UK.

NEW sports facilities could 
be needed in Haverhill to 
cope with a growing popu¬ 
lation, according to a new 
report. 

Existing indoor sports 
provision “will not cope 
with demand” and the town 
may need new swimming 
facilities, says sports plan¬ 
ning consultants 4Global. 

The report recommends 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council considers the fu¬ 
ture provision for swim¬ 
ming and sports halls in 
Haverhill ‘given the age of 
the existing facility’. 

The consultants also put 
forward a strategy for out¬ 
door pitch provision in¬ 
cluding improved mainte¬ 
nance and new floodlights 
at Haverhill Rugby Club’s 
Castle playing fields, and 
support for a planned 3G 
pitch at the New Croft in 
Chalkstone Way. 

The report, commis¬ 
sioned in October 2014 by 
West Suffolk councils and

just published, also takes 
into account current health 
issues in St Edmundsbury - 
22 per cent of adults in the 
borough smoke and 24 per 
cent are obese - as well as 
the increasing population. 

At least 4,000 homes 
are expected to be built in 
Haverhill by 2031, while 
12,000 new homes are like¬ 
ly across the borough. 

The report is set to be dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting of the 
West Suffolk joint Steering 
Group on Monday in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

It is likely to be a crucial 
document in the creation 
of a ‘West Suffolk Strategic 
Leisure Action Plan’. 

The plan would seek to 
provide open spaces and 
leisure facilities to ensures 
everyone could get in¬ 
volved. 


It would also incorpo¬ 
rate projects currently be¬ 
ing undertaken to improve 
leisure facilities. These 
include improvements to 
the pitch at the New Croft 
- funded by a £300,000 Pre¬ 
mier League and FA Facili¬ 
ties Fund Grant - and de¬ 
velopments such as a new 
leisure hub in Mildenhall. 

The 4Global report is also 
set to be used as important 
evidence for a formal plan¬ 
ning document to make 
sure new housing develop¬ 
ments are balanced with 
facilities and infrastruc¬ 
ture.

Charity seeks help and 
cash for Kenyan clinic

CHILDREN’S lives could be saved 
in Africa thanks to a health clinic 
being set up by a Haverhill-based 
charity. 

Focus on Africa is a local organi¬ 
sation which provides practical aid 
to people in Kisumu, the third larg¬ 
est city in Kenya. 

The charity was set up in 2002 
by Balsham milkman Peter Plumb 
and after his death was taken over 
by his son-in-law, Brian Boltwood, 
of Kitten Close, Haverhill. 

Now the trustees are looking for 
volunteers and donations to help 
raise £30,000 to set up the poten¬ 
tially life-saving clinic. 

The charity has purchased the 
land and is hoping to get planning 
permission for the clinic to start 
construction in the coming weeks. 

Mr Boltwood says that while 
many Kenyan healthcare providers 
turn away those who cannot pay 
for treatment, the clinic will not 
turn anyone away. 

The cost of drugs - the healthcare 
staff will be funded by the charity - 


would be paid back in manageable 
instalments. 

Mr Boltwood estimated that 
hundreds of people from the area 
outside Kisumu could end up us¬ 
ing the clinic. 

He said: “Hopefully, this will start 
saving lives. A lot of children die 


due to malaria and this is because 
they can’t afford medication.” 

He said that he had already seen 
children treated for malaria at the 
temporary clinic set up until the 
new facilities are built. 

The clinic will be staffed by a 
qualified doctor, nurse and mid¬ 


wife, and will provide general med¬ 
ical and maternity care as well as 
malaria treatment. 

Although the plans are well un¬ 
der way and £10,000 has already 
been raised for the clinic, the char¬ 
ity needs to continue fundraising. 

Mr Boltwood, who runs Haver¬ 
hill boiler and heating company 
Havtech, said: “It’s having people 
on board who can actually raise 
money with some great ideas. 

“What we need is £30,000. It isn’t 
a big fish if you think about what 
other charities raise, but it’s hard 
work. 

“It’s something that we want to 
continue with once the clinic’s ac¬ 
tually built, so we can keep going 
and improve it.” 

The charity already holds fund¬ 
raising events throughout the year 
in Haverhill and the surrounding 
area, including a charity gala at 
Sturmer Halls in the summer. 

The charity is currently run by six 
people and is looking for more vol¬ 
unteers to fundraise and join the 
board of trustees.

Ebay fraudster 
spared prison 


A MAN from Haverhill who 
sold unsafe generators on 
eBay has avoided jail. 

Yacuba Ibrahim, 40, of 
Chantry Road, pleaded 
guilty at Ipswich Crown 
Court to selling unsafe 
goods and not carrying out 
a product recall on unsafe 
products after an investi¬ 
gation by Suffolk Trading 
Standards. 

Ibrahim was given a five 
month suspended prison 
sentence and was ordered 
to pay £4,800 costs. He was 
also ordered to forfeit all re¬ 
maining products. 

Judge John Devaux said: 
“This case concerns the 
safety of consumers to 
which you paid scant re¬ 
gard.” 

The court was told Trad¬ 
ing Standards officers were 
alerted after a member of 
the public got in touch to 
“question the authentic¬ 
ity” of the generators Ibra¬ 
him was selling - which he 
claimed were from Honda 
- on eBay.

They spoke to a trade 
mark representative for 
Honda who confirmed the 
product wasn’t manufac¬ 
tured by them. 

In May 2014, a warrant 
was issued by magistrates 
to allow Trading Standards 
to seize the goods. 

Two different brands of 
generators and some power 
tools were seized and tested 
and found to be unsafe. 

Ibrahim was then served 
a notice which required him 
to recall the unsafe genera¬ 
tors, which he failed to do. 

He was also unable to 
supply information or tech¬ 
nical files to clarify whether 
the goods had been through 
safety procedures. 

Councillor Sarah Stamp, 
cabinet member for com¬ 
munities, said after the 
court case the Trading 
Standards team worked 
tirelessly to make sure busi¬ 


nesses complied with safety 
regulation. 

She said: “It is complete¬ 
ly unacceptable for busi¬ 
nesses to supply equipment 
which puts consumers at 
risk. 

“In this case, Trading 
Standards had to intervene 
and carry out a product 
safety recall on the genera¬ 
tors after they were tested 
and failed. This is the re¬ 
sponsibility of the supplier, 
which is one of the reasons 
formal action was taken in 
this case. 

“Retailers have a duty to 
supply compliant products 
but also take action to pro¬ 
tect consumers if a problem 
is found.”

Half of MOT faults 
are easy to avoid 

NEARLY half of all MOT faults 
could be avoided if drivers 
carry out simple checks on their 
vehicles, the Driver and Vehicle 
Standards Agency (DVSA) has 
said. 

Latest testing data for Great 
Britain shows that 30 per cent 
of all faults recorded in 2014/15 
were related to lighting and 
signalling, with a further 10 per 
cent due to tyres and 8.5 per cent 
to the "driver's view of the road". 

Some 38 per cent of the 28 
million MOTs carried out last 
year resulted in an initial fail for 
reasons such as blown bulbs. 

The DVSA is encouraging 
motorists to avoid the cost of 
a retest by carrying out regular 
checks on their vehicles.
